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Congressmen Reply on Imports 


A unified front in opposition to increas- 
ing the amount of Japanese imports is 
indicated by Senators David I. Walsh and 
Henry Cabot Lodge, Jr., and Rep. Edith 
Nourse Rogers in letters recently sent to 
the Andover Service club in answer to a 
resolution passed at a club meeting. 

Mrs. Rogers stated in part: “It is true 
that the importation of Japanese textiles 
into the United States has reached an 
alarming figure. I have been following the 
situation closely for a long time, and I 
have repeatedly urged that a quota be 
placed upon these goods. Our manufac- 
turers and workers cannot compete with 
the extremely low-cost labor of Japan. 


*T shall continue to do all I can to 
restrict these importations. ” 

Senator Lodge said: “This is a matter 
to which I have given considerable 
thought and have frequently called atten- 
tion to the serious menace to our indus- 
trial life in New England. You may feel 
certain that if there is anything I can do 
to relieve the situation it will be promptly 
and gladly done.” 

Senator Walsh’s answer was more con- 
cise: “‘I am in full accord with your views. 
The importation of textiles should be 
stopped and I regret to learn that they are 


still increasing at an alarming rate.”

The Real and the Abstract in Exhibit 


The present exhibition at the Addison 
Gallery, Phillips Academy, offers an op- 
portunity for comparing completely op- 
posite poles of art. The one is a series of 
photographs from the files of the Re- 
settlement Administration, circulated by 
the College Art Association, documents 
which, in their searching realism, make 
one understand the American scene even 
more vitally than most paintings; the 
other, an exhibition of abstract painting, 
is composed of oils by four contemporary 
artists. These artists—Josef Albers, Wer- 
ner Drewes, Katherine Dreier, and Paul 
Kelpe—have left the world of stark 
reality and entered a realm of intellectual 
sophistication all the more striking by 
contrast with the photographs. 

The photographs have been made, | 
Rexford G. Tugwell points out in the 
foreword to the exhibition, for the pri- 
mary purpose of collecting pictorial evi- 


dence of conditions and ways of living 
which it is the purpose of the administra- | 


tion to improve, in fact to eliminate. 
They have been taken with the profes- 
sional surety of the trained photographic 
reporter who not only seeks the essentials 
of the scene, but also describes them 
through the manipulation of camera 
technique, photographic angle, framing, 
close up or far view, so that the tawdry, 


pitiful humanity of rural America is | 


described gruesomely yet poetically. 

Art and poetry need not be beautiful 
nor pleasant to be of vital human interest. 
If the art of this series of photographs 
exists in its faithful recording rather than 
in pleasant scenes, the art of the abstract, 
as seen in the other exhibition, may be 
said to exist in its rationalization of shapes 
and colors rather than in the imitation 
of a too beautiful nature. This is not a 
show which will meet with popular ac- 
ceptance as will the other, for it is not 
natural to like what one does not under- 
stand and the art of pure abstraction,

Total $114,000 


B. P. W. Asks $35,000}Bond Issue 
$20,000 for Boilers—Ask 
for Ambulance 


A forty-one-article warrant, requesting 
special appropriations totalling $113,949.- 
70 plus two unspecified sums, was closed 
at five last night. With the finance com- 
mittee reporting that the departmental 
budgets total about the same as the entire 
regular and special appropriations, the 
prospects for keeping the tax rate near $30 
look gloomy at present. 


Of the special appropriations $99,914.70 
would be spent under the direction of the 
Board of Public Works, and of this sum 
$73,200 is requested by the board itself. 
A bond issue of $35,100 would take care 
of part of this amount, and while not 
reflecting itself in the 1937 tax rate would 
have an effect on the succeeding rates. 
The bond issue is part of a $40,000 ap- 
propriation which the B. P. W. requests 
for shaping up and putting two coats of 
tarvia on a number of gravel roads. The 
roads are: Salem, Jenkins, Wildwood, 
Stimson, Gould, Vine, Walnut, Sunset 
Rock, Bellevue, Beacon, Chandler, Hag- 
getts pond, Boston, Red Spring, Prospect 
Hill, Johnson, Coolidge, Cedar and Strat- 
ford. The next succeeding article calls for 
$5,000 more to be used on hard-surfacing 
roads gravelled with federal funds. 


Boilers Over $20,000 


Other B. P. W. sponsored articles in- 
clude: River road, $6,000; two pumping 
station boilers, $20,700; two autos, $1,500. 
Other special funds which would be spent 
under the direction of the B. P. W. are: 
William street, curbing, macadam, drain 
$8740; Enmore street grass plot, $380; 
High street sidewalk (east side below 
Walnut avenue), $2,400; Brundrett ave- 
nue water main, $4,400; Boutwell road 
water main, $5,800; purchase of Edward 
Hall water main, $700; purchase of 
Emery Trott main, $294.70; widening of 
Maple avenue hard surface and grass plot 
construction, $4,000. 

There is also an article for the purchase 
of as much of Andrew Basso’s land adjoin- 
ing the playstead “as may be necessary in 
the judgment of the Board of Public 
Works.” No sum is mentioned. ‘This 
matter which had been taken care of by 
the payment of $100 annually to Mr. 
Basso for damages had been passed along 
to the selectmen by the B. P. W. when 
Mr. Basso terminated the agreement, but 
this article passes it back to the B. P. W. 
again. 

The $3,300 request for a new ambu- 
lance is made again this year by the select- 
men. There are also requests for a moth 
department truck costing $400, for $6,500 
for a fire truck, and for $634 for a 
police car. Other articles coming under 
the direction of the selectmen will be $500 
for shingling the roof of the Richardson 
school building and one dollar for the 
purchase of the dam and flowage rights at 
Fosters pond as the result of Francis H. 
Foster's offer.

trapped girls; all he did, according to his 
letter, was to go up and down the stairs. 
There was considerable smoke, he stated. 

He suffered no ill effects, although he 
was a “walking case of ice” on the way 
back to his dormitory. A large number 
of Dartmouth students assisted in bat- 
tling the blaze, which damaged an entire 
block, including a restaurant, florist shop, 
a haberdashery, a dentist’s office and the 
exchange. 


Fire Loss Only 
One-Third of 1935 


A very marked drop in the number of 
alarms answered last year is indicated in 
the annual report of Chief Charles F. 
Emerson of the fire department. A year 
ago stills and alarms had totalled 265 
and this past year they totalled only 200. 
Box alarms went down from 170 to 128 
and stills from 95 to 72. 

The fire loss also dropped very mark- 
edly, going down from 1935’s $16,340.50 


to $5725 in 1936, despite the fact that the 
value of buildings where fires occurred 


rose from 190,000 to 572,500. 


The ambulance answered 295 calls in 


1936 compared to 274 in 1935.

Hire of Veterans

Required by Law 

All the local departments must hire 
veterans in preference to non-veterans, 
Town Counsel Arthur Sweeney advised 
the selectmen this week in answer to a 
request made by one of the veterans’ 
organizations recently. Veterans who are 
qualified for any particular position must 
be given the preference for that position, 
the town counsel stated. If this ruling is 
followed strictly there will be a consider. 
able overturn in some of the departments. 

The counsel after quoting chapter 41, 
section 111, and chapter 149, section 26, 
ruled as follows: 

“I therefore advise you that it is your 
duty to take any necessary action to 
secure the employment of veterans in 
preference to all other persons except 
women as laborers in the town and that it 
is the duty of the officers of the town em- 
ploying laborers to afford a similar prefer- 
ence. The statutes apply to construction, 
addition to and alteration of public works 
by the town as well as to the ordinary 
maintenance operation of the town.”

Music lovers are exhibiting unusual 
interest in the coming organ recital of 
Fernando Germani, the extraordinary 
Italian organist, who plays a recital on 
the Martha Cochran Memorial Organ, in 
the Chapel of Phillips Academy, on 
Tuesday evening, February 23rd, at 8:15. 

Germani’s genius was hailed in no un- 
certain manner upon the oceasion of his 
American debut in the New York Wana- 
maker Auditorium in 1928, when the 
metropolitan music critics indulged in 
superlatives in describing his unerring 
memory, his colossal technic and the 
lofty beauty of his interpretation. The 
New York Herald ‘Tribune wrote, 
“under his spirited fingers the organ 
sometimes assumed an approximation 
of the power and volume of a symphony 
orchestra,’ while the New York Tele- 
graph reported, “Although of quite tender 
years, Germani proved to be a musician 
of rare talents and a master of his instru- 
ment.’ The New York Times called at- 
tention to the fact that at his farewell 
recital “Germani closed the recital amid 
an ovation of fifteen recalls requested.” 
Other metropolitan critics were equally 
enthusiastic, commenting at length on his 
“brilliant technic,’ extraordinary color 
effects, and “‘dramatie interpretation.” 


© One music editor summed up Germani’s 


unusual gifts in this phrase: “‘a colossus of 
the keyboards, destined to a superb 
future.”

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Arthur Cole, one of the newcomers to 
the official staff at the town house, never 
played hookey as his brother-in-law whom 
we wrote up last week once did. Or maybe 
Arthur did, but he was a little too cagey 
and didn’t tell us a thing except the very, 
very barest facts of his life. So that is why 
we can’t tell you the story that we heard 
about a certain young member of Battery 
F who may not have played hookey but 
who was once found in Paris AWOL by 
the MP. He had a furlough which gave 
him leave to visit a town fairly near Paris 
and he just stretched his imagination a 
little, although the MP’s wouldn’t. 


But to get back to Arthur. He’s an 
Andover product, having been born here 
January 8, 1895, the son of Mr. and Mrs. 
Roscoe K. Cole. He went to school here 
and was in that very famous class of 1913 
at Punchard which contributed many of 
the school’s athletic heroes, war heroes 
and later-day public office-holders. But 
Arthur didn’t belong to any of the teams; 
his interest like brother-in-law Arthur, 
was more in the administrative end of 
sports, and he was manager of Steve 
Boland’s football team, which included 
Ey Collins, Harold Cates, et al. 


He left Punchard to enter Smith and 
Dove where he was cost clerk for a while 
until the war when with the other Andover 
boys he joined Battery F, enlisting April 
16, 1917. He was called into service July 
25, 1917, and arrived in France, October 
5, 1917. He was in the battles of Seiche- 
prey, Xivray, Second battle of the Marne, 
St. Mihiel and Argonne-Meuse, being 
gassed twice, once near Chateau-Thierry 
and once near Verdun. 

He received his honorable discharge in 
April, 1920, having returned to the United 
States in April of 1919. He immediately 
went back to Smith and Dove. For five 
years he attended Bentley’s Accounting 
college in Boston, and in 1924 he became 
book-keeper and cashier, succeeding Billy 
Lindsay when he retired. After Smith and

Boston office for four years. He worked at 
Abbot academy for three years prior to 


receiving the present Old Age Assistance

like the process of pure thought, mathe- 
matics, requires much study to be under- 
stood. Most of us are habituated to 
another idiom when it comes to pictures, 
and the artists represented speak to us 
in a dialect which possesses all the fa- 
miliar characteristics of color, line, form 
and composition, but which is unintel- 
ligible. It is too easy, however, to con- 
demn the heathen for their weird beliefs 
and to scoff at the gibberish we make no 
sense of, and if we ask the inevitable 
question on viewing these paintings 
“What are they supposed to represent?” 
we should perhaps ask it loudly enough 
to evoke an answer but not so loudly that 
we fail to hear one. 

Actually, these paintings, abstract or 
non-objective, whatever one chooses to 
call them, are rather beautiful. But after 
the novelty and the sensation of beauty 
have faded, the serious spectator should 
be able to give himself up to the human 
concepts which have given rise to them. 
He will not discover these in recognizable 
worldly images, but in the emotional as- 
sociation of curve with curve, of color 
with color, of stable spacial equilibrium 
with a plastic sense of time. The enjoy- 
ment and appreciation of a symphony is 
analogous. Music requires knowing for 
its liking. In both art and music, apprecia- 
tion depends on the effective transmission 
of human ideas from one being to another, 
but the success of such transmission 
hangs on the art of appraisal no less than 
on the art of creation.
